BARLEY VARIETIES IN 1945 

During the past summer, Line 
Elevator agents throughout the 
Prairie Provinces were asked to 
estimate the percentage of the 
total barley acreage, in their own 
1 stricts, occupied by different 
varieties. Reports, herein sum- 
marized, were received from 1,901 
"Srain buyers. 

Manitoba 

hi Manitoba, last year, 32.6% of 
’lie barley acreage was seeded to 
Plush, 28.1% to O.A.C. No. 21, 
12.1% to Cartons, 9.7% to Wiscon¬ 
sin, 8.4% to Sanalta, and 9.1% to 
other varieties. The recommended 
varieties, O.A.C. No. 21, Meusury, 
Plush, Wisconsin, Sanalta and Rex 
a • onntod for 84.2%. 

Saskatchewan 

O.A.C. No. 21, the leading variety 
m Saskatchewan, occupied 27% of 
the acreage, and was followed by 
Plush, 13.8%; Hannchcn, 13.7%; 
Prospect, 12.7%; Regal, 9.2%; 
Trcbi, 9.1%; Rex, 7.4%; and other 
varieties, 7.1%. Variety* rcoom- 
mended for Saskatchewan last year, 
namely; O.A.C. No. 21, Plush, 
Newal, Regal, Prospect, Rex and 
llannchen, occupied 84.7% of the 
total Saskatchewan acreage. 

Alberta 

In Alberta, O.A.C. No. 21, Newal 
and Trebi were the varieties of 
major importance occupying 29.0%, 
28.5% and 22.0%, respectively, of 
t he acreage, while Olli occupied 
9.5%, .mu others, 10.4%. The 
recommended varieties, O.A.C. No. 
21, Olli, Newal, Sanalta, and Trebi, 
constituted 92.6%. 

Conclusion 

Although the percentage of non- 
rccominendcd varieties is not high 
for the averages of each province, 
the above figures do not preclude 
the possibility that varieties arc 
being grown in localities for which 
they are not recommended. The 
importance of growing varieties 
recommended for the various soil 
zones should be considered by all 
farmers when plans are being mats
